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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 8-1 1 fail to point out and distinctly claim Applicant's invention, as the 
claims recite functional language without adequately describing the corresponding 
structure or the structural relationship to the rest of the claimed structure. Correction is 
required. 

Claims 12-14 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. Note the format of the claims in 
the patent(s) cited. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-14 are rejected (to the extent understood) under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Brediceanu (USP 3595122) in view of Nishitani et al (USPGP 
2003/0167908). 

Brediceanu discloses a tempo system which comprises a master radio 
communication unit/master device 28, slave radio communication unit 13, beat 
notification unit 12, and slave device 11'. Brediceanu discloses an automatic tempo 
signal but does not explicitly disclose a beat input unit to which a user inputes a beat as 
a tempo signal. Nishitani et al discloses a beat input unit (Msa, Fig 7). It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adapt the teachings of Brediceanu with 
those of Nishitani, so as to allow for a manual tempo input.
